CLEAR SURPLUS OF 
FIVE THOUSAND 


Manager Stark Submits Satis- 
factory Estimate, Condi- 
_ tlons Considered, 


GOOD WEATHER MEANT 
“$25,000 CLEAR SURPLUS 


Receipt Only Slightly Higher 

~ than Last Year While 
Prizes Offered Were Much 
More Costly, 


The estimated receipts from the ex- 
hibition are $74,243, and the expendi- 
tures $68,657, leaving a surplus of 
$5,586, This is the statement made 
by Manager Stark at a special Aawelin 
of the directors yesterday afternoon, 
In submitting his estimate of the ex- 
penditures and receipts, Manager Stark 
Stazd that all the accounts had not

But when the conservatives take on the bootleggers as allies, as they did in Edson 
and as they are doing’in Peace River, they atonce stultify all their pretensions of self- 
rivhleousness and unveil the real obliquity of that great moral sense which 1s alleged to be 
inherent in ‘hal party and in the name of which they appeal to electors to rescue the pro- 
vince from a government which they are pleased to picture as being dangerously corrupt. 

People believe those things which they choose to believe. Conservative partizans 
who are willing to believe that their candidates can work hand in hand with the bootleggers 
at election {ime and could then become greal moral forces in the legislature, even thou 
elected in that way, are perfectly at liberty to cherish that balief so long as it fills them with 
smuy satisfaction. But to the average elector, more interested in seeing the country in the hands 
of a government which is at least free of hypocritical pretensions than in the triumph of any 
particular party, the case will present itself as one in which the candidate who cannot

He had been‘a:poor sduntey boy, with- 
out the advantages of a college educa- 
tlon, and the rural schoo) teachers, had 
neglected to teach-him the meaning of 
tne word quifs<Today, at the begin- 
ning’ of his sixtieth year, he is a mil- 
fionalre many;{fmes over, the owner of 
six or a dozen snugazines ond aie 
great newspapers; a power in poll- 
fics and a 16 atta rg. And yet Mr, 
Munsey has confessed that if he could 
have looked ahead, If he*could have 
realized the terrible cost of his pres- 
_jent success, he might not have had the 

courage to begin. : 

Tho famous publisher was born in 
Mercer, Mo. 59" years ago today, and 
after a brief schooling became a clerk 
ina country store. Later ho learned 
telegraphy and rose to the manage- 
ment of the telegraph office in Au- 
gusta, Mc, That clty was then a great 
publishing centre, and the home of 
several cheap mall orderymonthiies that 
had made fortunes for ‘their owners, 
The young ‘brass-pounder" was filled 
with an ambition to go and do Jike- 
aiso, but he decided that no clly 
smaller than New York would servo 
as the stage of his activities, With a 
fow hundred dollars and an tdea he 
descended upon tho American metro- 
polls, and there began the publication 
of a juvenile weekly called ‘the Golden 
Angosy, He was editor, publisher, 
business manager, advertising sollcl- 
tor, oirculation chief and everything 
else connected with the publication. 
At last, when the Golden Argosy. seem- 
ed bent on going on the rocks he also 
branched forth as an author, and wrote 
the stories that filled its pages. This 
entailed much midnight toil, but he 
kept on, and at last success seemed 
avithin his reach. 

The Golden Argosy’ was the house 
that Munsey built. And it fell. Not 
only were the years’ labor wasted, but 
the builder of the house was saddled 
wilh debt, dls next venture, Mun- 
sey's Weekly, was Ittle more of a 
success, Then, In 1891, he established 
Munsey's Magazine, the first of the 
popular price publications of that 
character, and {t made a fortune for 
the owner.

there would be no disease. Practically speaking, 
all diseases are preventable and the great majority 
of them are a direct punishment upon the individual 
for having broken one or many of nature’s laws. 
Those which are not penalty for individual delin- 
quency are a penalty for social or community de- 
linquencies in failure to prevent disease, to avoid 
the conditions which make disease, or to stop the 
spread of disease. Tliis is the head under which 
tuberculosis. comes.  Spectacled miedicos may 
discuss and wrangle and argue about the possibil- 
ity and impossibility of (he cure of consumption, 
and quacks may from time to time seize the public 
imagination wilh alleged ‘“cures,’”’? but on one point 
there is no room for argument in this late date, 
and that is that tuberculosis is preventable. 

Not a single human being need ever succum 
to tuberculosis if society will but put itself righ 
on the matter. The best medical authorities in 
the world are agreed that there is no such thing 
as heriditary consumption, although there may be 
inherited physical weaknesses which give to the 
disease the opportunity to come into existence when 
the test is presented against the human frame. 
But the disease cannot come into existence without 
the germ, any more than a crop can grow without 
the seed. The duty of society is to stamp out the 
disease by suppressing the propagation and trans- 
ference of the germs. To do this slums must be 
eliminated, the fly swatted, filth and dirt eradicated, 
datk places made light, home and factory condi- 
tions madé sanitary and clean and public places 
freed of the breeding places in which the pgstilence 
ihrives, and those already affected be properly 
taken care of. 

In this direction the work undertaken by the 
Calgary branch of the Canadian Society for the 
prevention of Tuberculosis is a commendable first 
step.

LABOR FEDERATION. 


The first general organization of labor 
unions was offected at a meoting held in 
Daltimore 47 years ago today, with dole- 
gates {n attendance from 60 cities of the 
Untted States and Ganada, The National 
Labor Union was tho name adopted. for 
the’ body, which, at this convention, for- 
mulated the first demand of an olght-hour 
day, Conventions were afterwards hold in 
Chicago, Pittsburgh, New York and Phila- 
delphia, and in 1872 at Columbus, Ohio, the 
unlon nominated a candidate for president 
of tho United States. This political move 
caused the disruption of the union, which, 
in 4869, had assumed the name of tho 
Knights'of Labor. In 1881 the movement 
was revived and a conventlon was held In 
Pittsburgh, which resulted in the founding 
of the Federation of Organized Trade and 
Labor Unions of the United States and 
Canada. In 1886, at a convention held in 
Columbus, @ moro perfect plan of organ- 
{zation was adopted, and the title changed 
to the American Federaiion of Labor, Tho 
first of the great unlons now affiliated with 
the fedoration was the international Typo- 
graphical union, instituted In 1850, ‘The 
hat makers were next t organize, and’ the 
{ron moulders and ¢lgar makers soon fol- 
lowed the example,

Bates, Bald Eagle of the 
Rhino, 31 Yeare Old Today. 


John: Bates, who Is facetigusly referred 
to as ‘‘the bald eagle of the Rhine” by the 
humorous young gentlemen of the press 
and whose name appears on the payroll o 
Mr, Tinker's Red Stockings, was born on 
August 21, 1882, and will thus pass his 
thirty-first milestone today, Steubenvillo, 
O,, was his native city, and the scene of 
his debut as a professional ball player In 
1905, when he played with the local team 
in the Ohlo and Pennsylvania league, His 
admission to fast company was not long 
delayed, for in 1906 he was called to the 
Boston Natlonal league club, He remained 
with the Bean City aggregation until 1909, 
when he was traded to the Phillies. He 
remalned with the Philadelphta club, play- 
ing in the outfield, throtghout the 1910 
season, fluishing with a batting average of 
.305, a record surpassed that year only by 
Magee, Hofman, Snodgrass and Wagner, 
amoag those who took part tn over 100 


games. Bates went to Cincinnati in -1041, 
but has gradually been replaced as 4 


regular outfielder, and {s now used princi- 
pally as a pinch hitter, 


Tho war between tha National league 
and the American assoclation ended with 
a truce proclaimed on August 21, 1891, 
22 years ago todéy, Tho fight, which 
commenced in 1890 and was carried on at 
a great financial sacrifica, began with the 
invasion of Boston and Cincinnatl by tho 
American association, Cincinnatl soon 
dropped out, however, and was replaced 
by Milwaukee. ‘The treaty of peace was tn 
reallty brought about by the desertion of 
Mike Kelly, who left the American ass0- 
clatlon to-play with the Boston Nationals. 
Under the terms of the treaty, four of tho 
American assoclation clubs were taken 
Into the National, which thon decane 4 
12-clty circuit, Including New York, Chl- 
cago, Philadelphia, St. Louis, Boston,

j . Trouville, Aug, 21.—The suffragetle 
movement jg an international one, said 
Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, the leader of 
the English mililants who is stopping 
her with her daughter, Christobel re- 
cuperating from the effects of her many 
hunger strikes. : 

Mrs. Pankhurst told a correspond- 
dent she intended visiting the United 
States at the end of the year to lecture 
in New York, and other cities

Visitation Nuns, whose benevolent 
work is carried on in every part of 
America and Europe, will celebra e tu- 
day tho festival of the foundet 6f their 
order, St, Jane Frances. de. Chantal, 
‘Nhe members of this order devote their 
lives to the alleviation of sickness and 
suffering and their name indicates 
their mission—to visit the ill and needy 
in their homes. The order was. found- 
ed three centuries ago by the Baroness 
Jane Frances de Chantal, under the 
direction and supervision of St, Fran- 
cis de Sales, In 1627 the order was 
sanctioned by the Pope, and soon 
spread over Europe, and afterwards to 
the United States and Canada. Toresa 
Lalor was responsible for the introduc- 
tion of the order in America about a 
ecntury ago. 

St. Jane Frances de Chantal, whose 
memory is revered today by her spirit- 
ual daughters, was born at Dijon, 
France, in 1572. From her youth she 
was a devoted Catholic, and it is related 
that when a Protestant sought her hand 
in marriage she denounced her suitor 
as “an enemy of God and His church."! 
She became the wife of Baron de 
Ohantal, and had three children, two 
of whom died, Her-husband ‘vas ac- 
cldentally killed by a friend while 
hunting. Her relatives and friends 
urged her to marry again, but she re- 
sisted their appeals and determined to 
devote her life to religious work, She 
pecan acquainted with St, Francis de 

ales, and- placed herself under his 
direction, 

When she bade farewell to the world 
her son and her venerable father gave 
way to grief. The boy, then about 15, 
wept and begged his mother to remain 
and at last flung himself across. the 
door When she left the embrace of 
her disconsolale father she had to 
leave the house by stepping over the 
prostrate body of her son, :For a mom- 
ent she hesitated, then religious fervor 
triumphed over mother love and the 
importunities of relatives, who no 
doubt told hex that:‘‘woman's place 1s 
in the home.” 

Vor 30 years she labored in ‘building 
up the order she had founded, end 
When she died in 1641 87 houses of the 
Visitation were left as her monuments,

clergy are anxious to get It over too, If 
a church wedding with its music and 
i flowers and excellent background, had 
not been spectacular, fashionable wed- 
dings would long ago have been con- 
tracted civilly leaving the bride and 
bridegroom lo repeat the ocremony ac- 
cording to thelr religion in decent priv- 
aoy,. Even now, If registvars would 
make their roofs a lttle prettier, would 
invent a rather Jess blunt formula than 
that is nse, and would above all, cul- 
tivate a decently well-bred voice, they 
might find themselves preferred’ to a 
chureh,

SALADS MA 


DE DAINTILY, ; 


Salad jellies are not only dainty to 
serve, both as a salad and for decorat- 
ing galads, but are much to ‘be- desired 
from an economic. standpoint. They 
furnish an excellent and attractive way 
to utilize all; sorts of left-overs that 
otherwise, would be thrown aside. 

They may also be made by thicken- 
ing the water in which vegetables have 
been boiled, using only the water if a 
clear Jelly is preferred. If the water 
fis not clear it must be made so with 
white of egg, the same as soup stock, 
then girained through a muslin oloth 
and molded in individual forms, or into 
pn block which can be sliced. Another 
avay is to mold HM in the form of a 
circle, with & chopped salad mixture in 
the centre, covered with mayonnaise 
dressing. Remember when slicing 
these salads to use a warm knife, 

For tomato salads the pulp is 
futilised, after sifling to get rid of 
seeds. The water contains many of 
the spotash salts, and should be saved 
to mix with fl. Place over a slow. fire, 
season with a bay-leaf, a couple of 
cloves, some salt and cayenne pepper. 
Boil 20’minutes, strain, and add half a 
box of gelatin soaked in cold water, 
pour into a wet mold and chill. Serve 
on crisp lettuce leaves, dot over with 
mayonnaise, and garnish with sliced 
hard-boiled eggs. 

he spiced jelly is especially appe- 
ising and desirable for decorating 
meat dishes, and ig easily made, Soak 
‘a boxful of gelatin in a cupful of con- 
somine for a couple of hours to soften 
it, then bring the Hquid to a simmer, 
and add a cupful of tarragon vinegar,
